ING SYSTEM OF PENSIONS 


Edmonton, April 25.—With 


1,100 deleyrates in attendance

jali parts of the province, the seventh 


annual convention of the Alberta Ed- 


ucational association promiscs to be 
one of the most important in the 
history of the organization. 


At the afternoon session today the 
committee that had been asxed to 
report upon the pension question 
was instructed to prepare a scheme, 
after having canvassed the subject in 
a lengthy review of the situation, 
and considered the pension schemes 
of various countries and — states 
throughout the world. At the s.s3- 
ions tomorrow the.convention will 
discuss the report of the committee 
on the suggested constitution of the 
Alberta Teachers’ alliance. 

At the morning session today Ma- 
yor Henry and §, A. Gordon Barnes, 
rhairman of the Edmonton School 
Board, extended the civic welcome, 
following which Hon. J. R. Boyle, 
minister of education, in a lengthy 
and able address, discussed various 
problems affecting teachers and tea- 
ching in the province. 

At the night session, Nathaniel 
Butler, M.A., L.L.B.,. professor — of 
education, University, of Ohicago, ad- 
dressed the delegates and the public 
On the ‘‘Us:s of Literature,'’ prefac- 


ference to the community of ideals 
between Canada and the republic a- 
cross the line. 

In the afternoon, the president, W. 
&. Hay, superintendent of schools at 
Medicine Hat, who is presiding over 
the convention, gave his address. 

Wollowing this, the convention dis- 
cuss:d the report on the pension furd 
and on the motion of J. BE. Hump- 
fries, Edmonton, seconded by Inspec- 
tcr J. A. Fife, Iddmonton, it was 
adopted, and the principles laid down 
in it approved, and the pension com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs Hump- 
hries and Wife, S. J. Dymont, Ed- 
monton, and Miss Teskey, were Te- 
appointed with power tz add to their 
number and instructed to prepare a 
scheme. 

The report, which was presented by 
Mr. Dymnt, was a lengthy document 
and reviewed the pension situation 
in Wurope, Australia, America and 
Canada, and expressz:d approval of 
the system adopted in 1914 in tho 
state of Massachusetts, where tho 
minimum pension was fixed at $850, 
and the maximum at $1000, and un- 
der which the teachers % 
a certain amount and the state con- 
tributes a certain amount. 

There was also an able address at 
the afternoon session by Hon. Dun- 
can Marshall, provincial minister of 
agriculture, dealing with the oppor- 
tunities of the rural teacher.

The secret of success with early 
planting of such crops xs peas, beets 


and beans is to sow the se:d at. on- 
ly half the depth of later sowlngs.

Seeding on light soil should 
always be at a_ siightiy = greater 
depth than on heavy soil. 

Remember that in dry weather cul- 
tivation should be continuous. When 
watering is necessary, it should ke

They improve the’ 
texture of the soil and help set free 
food for the plants.

crops will not grow well if the — soil 
is acid, and lime corrects acidity! 
and liberates plant fooh. It should 
be applied broadcast early in the 
spring, at the rate of, say, one pound, 
to ten square feet. 

Have a garden, if possible, not on- 
ly for the fresh wholesome food that 
can be produced but atso for the 
pleasire of it. Plant a few flower 
seeds and watch them grow.

A person 
knows that when the time comes a 
little chick will break the walls of 
his prison in the egg, that the shell 
will break off and the chick will come 
forth alive. So the ogg becomes a 
simple type of reSsurrection from the 
tomb. Nearly all the world over the 
hare is associates with the moon 
mythoiogically, and it is on this ac- 
count that the rabbit has so much 
to do with Baster. Thare has been 
mnch dispute as to why the hare has 
anything to do with the moon, but 
wobody has arrived at any satisfact- 
ory conciusion oo the subject.
